Men quitting unessential jobs to 
transfer into war industry under 
the Selective Service order to 
“work or fight” swamped the of- 
fice of the United States employ- 


uary, Dean Duncan, acting man- 
ager, revealed today, but as a re- 
sult most of the critical manpow- 
er needs in war plants in this area 
have been filled. 

He said compliance with the se- 
lective service order was spon- 
taneous and the number applying 
at the government office for war 
plant jobs caused the largest one 
month traffic increase recorded by 
the employment service. 

The United States Employment 
service at Ontario serves Upland, 
Cucamonga, Alta Loma, Etiwanda 
and Chino in addition to Ontario. | 

Applications for war plant jobs 
have now leveled off, he reports. 
However, both men and women 
can still be placed in essential and 
critical wartime positions. 

War plant personnel needs are 
not now acute but the office can 
place machinists and laborers, and 
positions are open for good car- 
electricians, mechanical 
repairmen and a_ bookkeeper: 
These positions are in war plants. 

Among women, the need is for 
orange packers, typists and steno- 
graphers, he said. 

While the war plants are now 
well staffed in this area, he com- 
mented that there is a normal re- 
placement need for which appli- 
cations are taken at the govern- 
ment office. 


Data Given As To How 
Philippine Prisoners 
May Be Reached 


Mrs. William Mason, chairman 
of the home service of the Up- 
land chapter of the Red Cross, to- 
day received instructions as’ to 
how liberated Americans and aj- 
lied civilians may be reached by 
mail in the Philippine Islands. 

“Liberated Americans and Al- 
lied civilians in the Philippines 
may be addressed by writing as 
follows: Name of _ individual, 
American Red Cross, Civilian War 
Relief Section, A.P.O. 442, care 
Postmaster, San Francisco. 

“Every effort will be made by 
Red Cross representative to deliv- 
er such mail. This mail should be 
sent directly by family. 

“Families of liberated prisoners 
of war may send one 25 word mes- 
sage via Western Union, address- 
ed to the Adjutant General, At- 
tention, Casualty Branch, room 
3050 Munitions Building, Wash- 
ington, D. C. These will be for- 
warded by army wireless. 

Released persons are routinely 
interviewed by military intelli- 
gence officers for available infor- 
mation and other persons known 
or thought to be in enemy hands, 
and any information thus obtain- 
ed, transmitted by military au- 
thorities to families.”

Chaffey To Take |Hearings Likely 
Step in Building (On Airport Here 


The first step may be taken to- 
night by the Chaffey board of 
education in it’s post-war building 
program. 

Two new Structures are pro- 
posed for the Chaffey campus and 
one of the questions before the 
board of education at it’s meeting 
today will be the selection of an 
architect. 

A representative of the Allison 
& Allison architectural firm is 
seheduled to be present, according 
to N. E. Trautman, chairman of 
the Chaffey »oard building com- 
mittee. The firm of Marsh, 
Smith & Powell, widely known 
architects in the educational 
field, is also being considered, Mr. 
Trautman said. 

Construction of a home econ- 
omics-arts and crafts structure 
for high school and a_ student 
union building for the junior col- 
lege is being considered. It is the 
plan of the Chaffey board to “set 
aside’ money for a building fund 
now for use in the post-war per- 
iod. To legally set aside building 
funds now, it is necessary for the 
proposed building plans to be ap- 
proved by county and state de- 
partments of education. 


Selection of an architect is, 
therefore, the first step in the 
‘puilding program. Approval of 


plans for the proposed buildings 
will be sought prior to June so 
funds can be set aside in the 1945- 
46 budget for the construction 
program. :

The News Buys 
Cline Property 


On the first anniversary of oc- 
cupying its present location at 257 
East Ninth street, The Upland 
News today announces the ac- 
quisition of the adjoining building 
on the east for use in future years 
when and if expansion is feasible. 

W. C. Cline sold the building, 
now occupied by the Upland post 
office and the selective service 
board to Vernon V. Paine. For 
the present there will be no change 
in the structure. The selective 
service board’s lease expires in a 
few months and the federal gov- 
ernment has the post office quar- 
ters leased for four more years. 

Mr. Cline erected the building 
21 years ago for the post office. 
On completion of the structure at 
that time the post office was mov- 
ed from the present Upland News 
office. The post office and the se- 
lective service board office are 
within the same building, a par- 
tition separating the two offices. 
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While general sentiment here is 
in favor of the establishment of 
an airport, it may be ‘several 
months before actual work can be 
started on the project. 

Site of the proposed airport on 
East Sixteenth street is in the 
agricutlural zone and this zone 
will have to be changed before the 
airport can be placed there, ac- 
cording to an explanation today. 

Public hearings are to be con- 
ducted by the city council as part 
of the procedure in changing the 
zone to permit the airport con- 
struction. Holding of the hearings 
is in accordance with the estab- 
lished schedule. \ Persons oppos- 
ing establishment of the airport 
will be permitted to express their 
views at that time. 

Elmer A. Riley is preparing to 
operate a commercial airport on 
Sixteenth street east of Campus 
avenue. He has obtained a lease 
from the San Antonio Water Co. 
and just as ‘soon as the legal rou- 
tine is completed he expects to 
begin work on the undertaking. 
Run-way for the flying field will 
extend from Sixteenth to Fifteen- 
th street. The land is now part 
of the “wash,” east of the devel- 
oped citrus area but the site 
selected by Mr. Riley will be out 
of danger from floods, he said. 

The city plannine commission 
and the city council have tenta- 
tively approved the project. Mr. 
Riley recently asked the council 
for assistance in the use of city 
equipment to grade the run-way. 
City Manager Richard G. Manley 
‘and City Attorney Edward E. 
Gray were delegated to estimate 
the cost of this work and to pre- 
pare a tentative contract. 

Public hearings to change the 
zoning measure will be started in 
the immediate future.

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Peak Delayed: 
Big Rush Seen 


Citrus shipments have been 
“frozen” in Upland and through- 
out Southern California since Fri- 
day because of a transportation 
tie-up on the eastern seaboard and 
indications today are that the tie- 
up will be extended beyond mid- 
night tonight. 

Complete stoppage of citrus 
carloadings was ordered last Fri- 
day for a four-day period to en- 
able eastern buyers to unload cars 


; and start them back to the west. 


The four-day “freeze” is schedul- 
ed to end tonight at midnight, but 
conditions‘in the east are report- 
ed only slightly improved and be- 
cause of continued cold weather 
there, the probability exists this 
afternoon that railroad cars will 
not be released tomorrow. 

However, Upland citrus pack- 
ers report the navel orange har- 
vest six weeks behind schedule and 
that picking is just getting start- 
ed. 

Normally, the navel oranges in

National Health Insurance, with the cost being deducted 
from workers’ paychecks, as proposed in California, has ex- 


isted-in England since 1911—and has been in operation long

Egg Production 
Goal Revised: 
Less Than 1944 


Revision in the farm egg pro- 
duction goal for 1945 has been an- 
nounced by the War Food Admin- 
istration, 

The revised goal of 4,350 million 
dozen eggs takes into account rec- 
ommendations from state meet- 
ings called late last year to dis- 
cuss the 1945 goals and the addi- 
tional needs for eggs that have 
developed since the preliminary 
| goal, 3,920 million dozen eggs, was 
suggested in November. 

The revised goal is slightly less 
than the 1944 record production 
and the War Food administration 
Says it is sufficient to provide 347 
eggs for each civilian in 1945 
Which equals the record consump- 
tion of 1944, or 49 eggs over the 
prewar average consumption, 1935 
to 1939. 

About 125 million pounds of 
dried eggs carried over from sur- 
plus 1944 egg production are avail- 
able to meet the balance of the 
lend-lease program. 

On the basis of prospective 
needs for eggs in 1946, as nearly 
as thehy can now be deterniined, 
; the number of chicks raised for 
flock replacement purposes in 1945 
jshould be about the same 
1944,

In Hospitals 


Both sons of Mrs. Florence 
Bovee, 551% North Third avenue, 
are now hospitalized for 
battle injuries, according to two 
telegrams from the adjutant gen- 
eral at Washington, D. C. 

The younger son, Pvt. Donald 
Bovee, serving with an American 
paratroop company, was wounded 
in Belgium January 10, one tele- 
gram reported. 


The second message disclosed 
that her older son, Staff Sergeant 
John Bovee, who completed 30 
flight missions over Europen en- 
emy territory objectives, has been 
confined to a convalescent hospital 
at Fort Logan, Utah, for medical 
attention as a result of flight fa- 
tigue. 


“Don wanted to go overseas so 
badly,” Mrs. Bovee commented. 
“He had heard how well Johnny 
was doing and wanted to fight. 
He picked one of the most dan- 
ggerous outfits in the army, the 
paratroopers. Probably he will 
be coming home now.” 

The telegram from Washington, 
said Mrs. Bovee will be kept in- 
formed of her son’s progress to- 
ward recovery. He will be 20 


| years old February 22. 


Staff Sergeant John Bovee was 
furloughed home about two 
months ago after completing 30 
missions as a_ waist gunner in 
Doats.” The plane 
carried them safely through all 
their missions, but, after the crew 
was changed, was shot down with 
all the members aboard. 

After spending a furlough in 
Upland, he was transferred to 
Lowry field, Denver, and sent to 
the hospital last week. 

Concerning Sgt. ‘Bovee, the 
army at Fort Logan reports the 
program there affords each con- 
valescent soldier ample _ oppor- 
tunity for reconditioning, recre- 
ation and sports to allow men to 
return to their previous AAF as- 
signments or civilian life in the 
best possible condition.
